NEW YORK, March 29.—Reports 
were current here todny that the 
federal Government has requested the 
wanagement of the Morgan Line of 
steamships plying between New York 
and Galveston and New Orleans, and 
New Orleans and Havana to hold its 
entire fleet in readiness for the 
transportation of troops, provisions 
and war supplies to be sent to the 
Texas and Mexican borders at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—One thou- 
‘sand Krag-Joergessen rifles and a mil- 
lion rounds of ammunition have been 
sent by the State Department to Am- 
bassador Wilson at Mexico City, where 
an alarming situation exists. The 
weapons will be given out to American 
residents of the Mexican capital, who 
will unite for defense in case the estab- 
lished government is unable to protect | 
them, 

The rifles, which were shipped from 5 
New York, are the 30 caliber magazine 

_guns, which are no longer used by the 
army. While the guns are the property 
of the Army Ordnance Department and 
loaned to the State Department for use 
in the Mexican Capital, any one recelv- 
ing a rifle there may purchase jt for $6, 
if he desires. 

Ambassador Wilson has notified Presi- 
dent Taft that alarming conditions pre- 
vail In the Mexican capital as a result 
of the great losses sustained by the Fed- 
eral troops in the five days of fighting 
in the State of Chihuahua. 

The foreign population there is as- 
sembling near the various legations and 
arming with rifles in anticipation of an 

_ attack from rebel troops and brigands. 

Germans Get 500 Rifles, 

Acting Secretary of State Wilson to- 
day confirmed the report that all de- 
pendable Americans were to be armed 
and that other foreign governments 
were to take like safeguards, The Mex- 
ican Government countenances the arm- 
ing of foreigners. 

The Germans have purchased 500 rifles 
for their.-own use, on which the Govern- 
ment has waived the duty. The Mex- 
ican Railway has a train made up by re- 
quest of the English residents to carry 
ther to Vera Cruz in case of emergency. 

Ambassador Wilson transmits reports 
of consuls in Chihuahua, detailing condi- 
tions there and showing the defeat of 
the Federals has left an open road to 
Mexico City for Orozco and his victo- 
rious army. 

To the south of Mexico City, Zapata 
is operating with a large force and meet- 
‘ing with no opposition. Thus the capital 
is menaced from two sides, and pillage 
and anarchy are feared when the rebels 
ake the city, which now seems probable. 

From other sources come rumors that 
Madero may flee the country, leaving 
the capital at the mercy of the thou- 
sands of bandits now fn the city and in 
the country contiguous. 

The dispatches have greatly disturbed 
those officials of the administration deal- 
ing with the Mexican situation. 

Conferences were held bejween the 
President and Cabinet officers and 
among the Cabinet officers themselves. 
Secretaries Meyer and Stimson con- 
ferred for more than two hours. 

Hurried orders in code to Admiral 
Osterhaus, commanding the Atlantic 
fleet, caused the report to be spread 
that one or more of the ships of the 
fleet would be hurried to Vera Cruz and 
stand ready to send a large detachment 
of marines to Mexico City to protect 
the Americans there in case of rioting 
and looting. 

Confidence Shaken. 

The defeat of the Federals at Jimenez 
has shaken the confidence of the ad- 
ministration of President Madero. It 
is feared that if Madero is forced out 
‘that there will be such a clashing of 

presidential aspirants and military Jead- 
. ers that chaos will reign over the entire 
- Mexican republic.

Apparentiy he was going to say some- 
thing bright. 

“Mr. Carnegie,”” said the first re- 
4#porter who reached him. 

The smile broadenéd. In fact, it de- 
veloped into a chuckle. Turning to a 
woman who accompanied him, he said: 

‘See, there it is again.” 

When he could control his impulse to 
laugh he said: 

“T am not Andrew Carnegie. I am 
Robert Freeman, a retired lumber mer- 
chant and my home is near Warsaw, 
Wis. I had been at Hot Springs a 
month with.-my daughter here, and I 
intended to stay longer, but Andrew 
Carnegie ran me away. O, no. He didn’t 
ask me to leave. I don’t suppose he 
ever knew I was there, but my re- 
semblance to him made it so unpleasant 
for me that I packed up and moved. 

“Indeed, he isn’t Mr. Carnegie,’’ said 
the woman he had indicated as his 
daughter. ‘‘He is an Irishman and a 
better man than Carnegie. 

‘“‘Well,”’ said ‘Carnegie’ Freeman, “I 
have heard that Carnegie was born in 
the North of Ireland as I was. There 
nay be some family relationsnip. At 
Hot Springs I stopped at the Pullman 
Hotel and Carnegie stopped at the Ar- 
lington. 

Posed for Photograph. 

“I went to the Arlington to see a friend 
oné day and all the guests followed me 
around. I ran away. A photographer 
found me up in the mountains and 
begged me to pose for pictures. I did, 
and I guess those photographs of me 
have been widely circulated as Car- 
negie’s pictures. 

“Tt created a commotion when I at- 
tended services at a church. Word got 
around that Andrew Carnegie had gone 
to mass. Women in the congregation 
couldn’t keep their eyes off me and peo- 
ple who had never been to church before, 
I guess, came in from the street to see 


Andrew Carnegie at worship. The parish 


priest afterwards told me they al! 
thought I was Carnegie. I guess they 
were disappointed when I didn’t put a 
big check in the collection box.’”’ 

The smiling little man went to the 
Union Station lunchroom and ordered 
poached eggs and toast. Several -hun- 
dred persons peered through the glass 
doors and windows and watched “‘An- 
drew Carnegie” eat.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Physical 


valuation of all the railroads of the 
United States is authorized in a bill re- 
ported unanimously to the House today 
by the Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee. The measure enlarges the 
power of the Interstate Commerce Con- 
mission and empowers it to make the 


valuation for the purpose of fixing and 
adjusting rates. 

Republicans and Democrats alike voted 
for the measure. It would provide for 
a comparative investigation into the 
actual value of the property of every 
common carrier and would authorize 
the commission to inquire into the stock 
and bond issues of all roads, the con- 
nection of banking corporations and can- 
italists, or combinations of capitalists 
or financial institutions with the various 
roads, as well as their connection with 
the reorganization of any common car- 
rier in recent years. 

Inquiry in 60 Days. 

Such an investigation would be started 
60 days after approval of the measure 
and the commission would report to 
Congress at the beginning of each regu- 
lar session. 

The powers of the court would be 
given to the commission in the matter 
of compelling the production of papers, 
maps, profiles and records of the various 
companies. 

Short shift would be given to the rail- 
roads on the completion of the valuation 
of their property, for within 30 days 
after the commission filed its report, 
each railroad displeased with the vahia- 
tion would have te enter its protest or 
the valuation would stand. Appeals ‘rom 
the commission would be taken to a 
court of competent jurisdiction. 

Fines Would Be Imposed. 

The punitive provision would lie in 
fines to be imposed on carriers which 
refused to furnish information demand- 
ed by the commission. These would be 
fixed at $500 for every such refusal or 
offense, and the fine would continue at 
the same ratio for each day the offense 
was continued. Writs of mandamus 
could be issued, upon application of the 
Attorney-General, commanding the of- 
fending common carrier to comply with 
the provisions of the proposed law. 
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ENGINEER DIES AS 
HI TRAIN TRAVELS 
DO MILES AN HOUR 


While Pennsylvania train No. 11, said 
to be the fastest train into St. Louis, 
was pounding tewards St. Louis faster 
than 60 miles an hour Thursday. nignt, 
its engineer, William Larr, was dying 
ia the cab. 

As the train roared by thin tank sta- 
tion at Griffiths, Ill., without a whistle 
being sounded, the fireman, H. W. Kru- 
merick, saw that the man was uncon- 
scious at the throttle. H. J. Riddle, an 
assistant road foreman of engines, was 
in the cab and took charge of the en- 
gine. 

By the time the train reached Mar- 
shall, Ill., the man was dead. The train 
stopped there, the body was removed 
from the cab and a relief engineer was 
ordered from Terre Haute. The train 
that took the relief man to Marshall 
also took Frank Larr, brother of the 
dead man. This delay caused the train 
to get into St. Louis an hour and 15 
minutes late Friday morning. | 

No, 11 is a mail train exclusively. It 
connects in St. Louis with another fasi 
mail train for the Southwest. 

Larr was 56 years old, and was one 
of the veterans of the Vandalia syster. 
He entered the service as a fireman in 
1879, when wood burners were in use. 
He is survived by his widow, two daugh- 
ters and three sons. 

Heart disease is supposed to have 
caused the death. A Coroner’s inquest 
vas held in Marshall Friday.

Adolph George Loysch of 411 Trudeau 
street was released by Chief Young 
Friday after the police had decided 
that his arrest was the result of an 
unusual case of mistaken identity. 

Police Chief Rhoades of Peoria 
a letter to Chief Young asking the ar- 
rest of George Loesch, who, he said, was 
wanted in Peoria for murder. He in- 


closed a photograph. Later he sent a 
telegram saying he had learned Loesch 
was living at 411 Trudeau street and 
was working in a brewery. 

It Was His Photograph. 

Special Officers Fox and Nienaber 
went to the Trudeau street address and 
saw Loysch. They showed him the pho- 
tograph and he said it was his portrait. 
He formerly lived in Peoria, he said, 
but the only trouble he ever had was a 
fight with a deaf and dumb man two 
years ago. 

Loysch had returned to Peoria since 
then, he said, and not attempt was 
made to arrest him. 

Friday Chief Young questioned 
Loysch, and was impressed by his 
straightforward manner. The Chief 
wired to Peoria for further particu- 
lars, and the answer came that the 
man wanted was accused of murdering 
his wife. 

“My wife is alive,’ said MLoysch. 
“Tell them they will find her at 235 
Idivingston avenue.” <A_ telegram to 
this effect was sent. 

Wife Not Dead. 

Within an hour Chief Rhoades wired 
that Loysch evidently was not the man 
wanted as his wife.had been found at 
the address he gave. Loysch was then 
released. 

Chief Young believes that in looking 
for a man with a name resembling 
Loysch’s the Peoria police got hold of 
Loysch’s photograph and sent it here 
under the mistaken impression that he 
was the man they sought. 


COUNTERFEIT COINS

Defendant in Action Declares 
She Will Furnish Evidence 
Against Plaintiff to Drive 
Her Out of Business in St. 


Louis. 





Mrs. Paul Bakewell Jr., formerly Miss 
Mary lullerton, one of the _ richest 
young women in St. Louis,’ was. sued 
Friday by Miss Susan L. Davis, water 
cure specialist, for $250, for a cotrse of 
instruction in the water treatment 
which, Miss Davis alleges, Mrs. Bake- 
well agreed to take. 

Miss Davis. who has a suite in the 
Planters Hotel, was recently acquitted 
of a charge of holding herself out as a 
physician, made by agents of the Healta 
Department. At a previous trial the jury 
disagreed. Edgar T. Belding filed her 
suit Friday in Justice Krueger's court. 

Her petition alleges that she entered 
into a contract with Mrs. Bakewell Sept. 
9, 1911, to give her a course in heaith 
and hygenic instruction, for which Mis. 
Bakewell agreed to pay $250. 

The petition asserts that Miss Davis 
gave the instructions, in accordance 
with the agreemert, and demanded pay, 
but that no part of the money had ever 
Leen paid. 

Mrs. Bakewell, when told of the suit 
bya Post-Dispatch reporter at her 
home, 484 Westminster place, said: 

“So she’s sued, has she? She’s been 
threatening to do this. 

“IT tell you, and she might as well 
know it, that if she brings this suit to 
trial, she can’t do any more business in 
this city. 

She Makes Threat. 

‘T am not speaking only of the Influ- 
ence I might have with my friends, 
though I could hurt her that way. I 
mean that she can be convicted of vio- 
lating the medical laws if the right sort 
of evidence is produced against her, and 
I can give some of that evidence. 

“She said, when she was tried before, 
that she was not giving treatment, but 
merely instructing persons how to treat 
themselves. Well, that wasn't the way 
she talked to me. She guaranteed to 
cure me if I would let her treat me. 
Would I be willing to testify that if she 
should be prosecuted again? I certainly 
would. 

“TI went just once to her at her rooms 
in the Planters, and talked with her 
about her treatment, and whether it 
would relieve the nervousness from 
which I was suffering at that time. She 
suggested a trial treatment, and that 
was the only time I called for her servy- 
ices. 
“She charges others $ a treatment 
and $50 for a course, but she has been 
demanding $250 from me. She will not 
getacent. I haven't paid her anything.” 
When Pau! Bakewell Jr., her husband. 
was seen at his law office in the Fuller- 
ton. building, he said that Miss Davis 
called on his wife last fall and offered 
to cure her of whatever little ailment 
she was suffering from at the time. 
When he learned of it, he said, he de- 
clined to let his wife take any treat- 
ment from Miss Davis. 

Denies; Recetving Service. 
Miss Davis, he said, had never given 
any service, and he refused to pay har 
anything. Several lawyers and collectors 
had been to see him about the bill, he 
said, and he had refused to pay any of 
them.

Check to Cover Shortage in 
Visible Assets. 





INNOCENT HOLDER PAYS UP 





David Rosentreter, a Former 
bank President, Then Surren- 
ders $300 Commission. 





Testimony taken before Walter D. 
Coles, United States referee in bank- 
ruptcy, will play an _important part in 
the criminal prosecution of Clarence 
Schwartzberg, under arrest in St. Louis 


charged with concealing the assets of 
his dry goods business at Malden, Mo. 

Schwartzberg’s creditors toék action 
to throw him into involuntary bank- 
ruptcy Dec. 16 last. 

Schwartzberg filed a schedule showing 
his liabilities to be $14,767.70 and his as- 
sets $5,874.95. Clyde Wagner, the trustee, 
sold the assets and realized only $800 oa 
them. 

Morris G. Levinson, attorney for the 
creditors, several of whom are St. Louis 
wholesale dry goods concerns, learned 
that a check for $5000 made payable to 
J. L. Downing and signed R. M. Stokes 
had been deposited in a St. Louis bank 
to the credit of H. Siegfried, a pants 
He suspected that tho 
Jraft came from Schwartzberg, as it 
was drawn on the Bank of Malden and 
Schwartzbere had had dealings with 
Siegfried. 

Had Check and Draft. 

At the bankruptcy hearing Thursday 
Isadore Siegfried, a son of Henry Sieg- 
fried, testified that while his father 
was absent, Schwartzberg visited his 
Store and asked him to put the check 
and the draft in his safe. After at first 
refusing to accept the responsibility, 
Siecfried consented because Schwartz- 
berg Was a customer. 

Later, he testified, Schwartzberg or- 

dered a bill of goods. The elder Sieg- 
fried asked how he meant to pay for 
the goods, and for the first time was 
‘told of the check and the draft which 
were in the safe. He agreed to take 
payment out of these, and deposited 
them in the National Bank of Com- 
merce. 
‘ While the goods were being packed 
for shipment, Siegfried learned that 
Schwartzbere was a bankrupt. He 
consulted Attorney Moses N. Sale, who 
advised him that the check and the 
draft belonged by law to Schwartz- 
bere’s creditors. 

After this testimony was given, Sale, 
as attorney for Siegfried, turned over 
to the referee a check for $7120 to be 
Added to the aggets. Referee Coles said 
it was apparent that the Siegfrieds acted 
in good faith and werfe innocent parties 
in the transaction. ee at 

David Rosentreter, an insurance and 
business adjuster and former president 
of the Washington National Bank, testi!- 
fied that he met Schwartzberg, Dec. 15, 
in the office of Peers & Peers, attor- 
neys, in the Pierce Building. He was 
introduced by a man named Waldman. 

Advised Him to Settle. 

Rosentreter testified that he advised 
Schwartzberg to settle at 50 cents on 
the dollar. Later, Rosentreter said, he 
attended one of the bankruptcy hearings 
before Referee Coles and from the tes- 
timony he believed that Schwartzberg 
would be arrested for concealing assets. 

He saw Schwartzberg again and told 
him things looked bad for him. 
Schwartzberg, he said, gave him $30 
with which to furnish bond in case 
Schwartzberg should be arrested. 


“Have you still got that $300?'’ Referee 
Coles said to Rosentreter. 

“T have,”’ Rosentreter replied. 

“You don’t lay any claim to it, do 
you?”’ 

“No,”’ said Rosentreter. 

“Did you get a bondsman 
Schwartzberg?”’ 

“No, @ man named Ellman wanted to 
Charge $200 for it and Schwartzberg 
wouldn't let me pay it.”’ 

Attorney Levinson then took the stand 
and testified that at a meeting in East 
St. Louls Rosentreter ‘had offered him 
$50 and later $100 if he would not put 
Schwartzberg on the stand at the bank- 
raptey hearing. 

; Throws 8300 on Table. 

_ After Levinson testified, Rosentreter 
took $300 from his pocket and threw it 
m the table. 

“I thought you'd ask for it,”” he said 
to the referee. 

‘Coles replied, angrily: “I want to 
Varn you that if you pursue methods 
ike this in this jurisdiction it is going 
th wo hard with you. That's all.” 
*Rosentreter when seen by a Post-Dis- 
fateh reporter [Friday said that 
Sch wartzberg gave him the $300 for no 
other purpose than to find a bondsman 
ih case he got in trouble. He showed 
a letter written to him by Schwartszberg 
after his arrest. In this 
phwartzberg asked him why he had

Edward E. Felkel, president and half 
cwner of the Missouri Commission Co., 
filed suit in the Circuit Court Friday, 
through Attorneys Judson, Green & 
Henry, against John E. Hall, James W. 
Hall, James W. Shaw of 4255 Page av- 
enue, Anna B. Mapes of 4220A Louisiana 
evenue, Géorge H. Hall and the Mis- 
sourt Commission Co. for a transfer of 
stock, removal of James W. Shaw and 
Anna Mapes as directors, and $10,000 
Gamages from John E. Hal}. 

The capital stock of the company ts 
$50,000, in 500 shares. lIelkel says that 
Oct. 1, 1910, he owned all the certificates 
of the capital stock of the company. 
Seven shares were in the names of 
James W, Rae and James W. Shaw, to 
enable them to qualify as directors. The 
company was indehkted to John E. Hall. 
Felkel says that he and S. Lee Elliott, 
who was also interested in the firm, 
gave their joint note for $25,000, secured 
by mortgages on real estate belonging 
to them, to secure Hall. 

Jan. 1, 1911, it is stated, Elliott severed 
his connection with the company and 
he and Felkel asked Hall to release il- 
liott’s real estate from the lien under 
the mortgage. 

Hall, Felkel alleges, scheming for con- 
trol of the company, told Felkel that, if 
he would indorse his stock in blank ito 
Hall as security for the $25,000, he would 
release Elliott from the note. 

Pliagned te Bry Farm. 

That was done, Felxei says, but Hall 
refused to release Elliott or retransfer 
the stock. Oct. 1, 1911, Felkel says, Hall 
induced Felkel to transfer to James W. 
Shaw 23 shares of stock on the books 
of the company. Hall, it is stated, 
agreed to purchase the J. D. Lucas farm 
in St. Louis County and organize a 
$100,000 corporation to take the title and 
transfer half of the capital stock of 
the farm company to the plaintiff. 

The plaintiff did indorse the stock in 
blank to Shaw, he states, and Shaw in 
turn indorsed it to Hall. Hall, the plain- 
tiff alleges, did not purchase the farm 
and refused to retransfer the stock to 
the plaintiff. Anna Mapes succeeded 
Rae as director, and she got five shares 
of stock, which was indorsed to Hall. 

Feb. 20, 1910, according to the petition, 
John E. Hall made an agreement with 
George H. Hall, whereby John Halli 
borrowed from George Hall $19,500 and 
then transferred the capital stock of 
the company to George Hall. A condi- 
tlun was that George Hall was not to 
transfer stock to anybody else without 
the consent of John Hall. The plaintiff 
alleges that the company has paid the 
$19,500 to George, and that George Hall 
is willing to transfer the stock back to 
the plaintiff, but that John will not 
permit it.

Beating, but Object to Assault 
in City Hall.

ROCK ISLAND, Ill., March 29.- 
Looney, proprietor of the Rock Island 
News, a weekly paper, the attack on 
whom by Mayor Henry M. 
Schriver last Saturday at 
city hall caused riots in which two men 
were killed and nine injured seriously, 
and necessitated the calling out 
regiment of soldiers, told the story 
the assault today for the first time 
,he lay in bandages at St. Anthony’s 
Looney's statement was read 
to Mayor Schriver and a statement was 
made by the Mayor. 

Looney said: “I was at Attorney John 
T. Kenworthy’'s office consulting with 
him about an injunction to restrain the 
Mayor from interfering with the circu- 
lation of my paper when three police- 
men came with a warrant charging me 
with carrying concealed weapons and 
arrested me. They searched me and 
found no weapon. They took me to 
the police station at the city hall and 
into Sergt. Herges’ office. There were 
six policemen in the room. 

“The doors were closed, and police- 
men stood against them, and the cur- 
tain of the only window was drawn. 
Mayor Schriver asked if I had a re- 
Volver, and the policemen told him no. 
Herges said something, and I turned 
toward him. As I did so Schriver 
sprang at me with a billy about Ll 
inches long, and struck me on the 
head. I tried to reach a door, and he 
struck me again and knocked me back. 
i tried to reach the window to jump 
out, Herges pulled me back. All the 
time Schriver was raining blows on me. 
I fell over toward the window with 
Schriver on top of me. I wrested the 

billy from him.

dor and placed on a chair. After [ had 
begged for some time for water and a 
doctor a glass of dirty water was 
brought me. Schriver was threatening 
to kill me when a crowd gathered around 
the door and he desisted A doctor came 
at last and I was sent to the hospital.’’ 
When Looney’s statement was read to 
Schriver he said: “No man_ touched 
Looney while he was in the police sta- 
tion except myself. No man struck him. 
No man licked him or attempted to lick 
him. I did beat him. I don’t care to 
say what I beat him with or give the 
details of the beating. After it was over 
Looney said; ‘Harry, I want to talk 
with you privately.’ He apologized for 
everything that he had written about 
me for months past and wanted to 
shake hands and be friends with me in 
the future. I said ‘No, I don’t want to 
be friends with you. You leave me alone 
and I will leave you alone, as I always 
have. You go your way and I will go 
mine. But, John Looney, if you ever 
villify me and scandalize me and write 
another obscene, scurrilous, indecent 
and vicious article about me, I'l) kill 
you, so help me God.’ I have reached 
the limit of endurance. I can’t stand 
any more of Looney’s abuse and I 
won't. 

“Looney said: ‘I believe you will, Har- 
ry. I give you my word of honor that 
{ will never say or write another word 
against you.’ ”’ 

Community Condemns Mayor. 

Looney, as quoted by Schriver, is more 
lenient than the community. Condemna- 
tion of Schriver for assaulting Looney at 
the police station when he was, under 
arrest is general. The element that its 
prone to violence showed its spirit by 
ettacking the city hall. The more con- 
servative elements are showing it by 
signing a petition for the recall of the 


sioner. There is a probability that 
will be recalled by the votes of- men 
who concede that Looney, 
counts, richly deserved a beating, and 
who say they would have applauded if 
the Mayor had beaten him on the street 
or in Looney’s office, but who say they 
will not upho'd a Mayor who has a 
personal enemy anrested and beats him 
under the eyes of hie policemen. 
Keeping step with the recall move- 
ment is another, started Thursday at a 
meeting of 200 business and professional 
men who are working for a new Y. M. 
C. A. building, to put an end to what 
they term ‘‘McCaskrinism,’’ which de- 
rives its name from George McCaskrin. 
Schriver’s predecessor as Mayor, «an 
Harry McCaskrin, Republican candidate 
for State's Attorney, whose speeches are 
alleged to have incited the riots. Harry 
McCaskrin for several years has been 
crusading against wealthy tax dodgers, 
particularly the large corporations in 
Rock Island and Moline. Latterly Loo- 
ney’s paper has been the organ of Mc- 
Caskrin’s crusade. McCaskrin takes 
pains to say that he is not allied with 
[L#oney except to the extent of utilizing 
Looney'’s newspaper to get before the 
people on the tax-dodging issue. He 
thinks indignation against tax dodgers 
had a good deal to do with the riots. 
Two Democrats, Wenger of Rock Is- 
land and Johnson of Moline, are oppos- 
ing McCaskrin’s candidacy. The 00 
business men agreed that one of these 
must be called off to avoid dividing the 
vote against McCaskrin, and a commi:- 
tee Was appointed to call on Wenger 
and ask him to withdraw. 

Recall Weapon for Looney. 
There is a drawback to the recall 
movement. If Schriver is recalled, 
Looney, who plumes himself on his 
power to make and unmake men, will 
be strengthened and will be able to con- 
gratulate himself that it was not i[n 
vain that he was beaten. 

Looney supported Schriver for the 
mayoralty and opposed George McCas- 
krin for re-election. After Schriver was 
elected, he says, Looney turned against 
ao because Schriver would not let him 
peepee’. and for ‘the last

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Looney is a widower, 47 years old, 
with three children. He came to Rock 
[sland 20 years ago as a telegraph op- 
He studied law, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar, organized an ath- 
letic chib, became the leader of the 
rough and tumble element of the Demo- 
cratic party, started a daily newspa- 
per, and opened an envenomed fight 
on his political enemies. The influen- 
tial class of the town disapproved his 
kind of journalism, and his paper was 
boycotted. 

Looney Shot in Street Duel. 

Finally he sold out to W. W. Wil- 
merton for $10,000, and received a small 
amount to bind the sale. Early the 
next morning his press was dynamited. 
He and Wilmerton quarreled over the 
deal, and Looney started the Weekly 
News, and fought Wilmerton in its 
columns. Wilmerton shot Looney in a 
street duel, but he recovered. 

At another time Looney was fired at 
as he was riding home in a buggy at 
night and his hat and coat were per- 
frrated. Again Jake Ramser, a jeweler, 
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7 ncostad Looney in a barber shop for 








things he had written. Looney drew an 
automatic revolver. Ramser took it 
away from him and beat him with it. 

From time to time Looney’s newspaper 
itas attacked in scurrilous fashion many 
of the foremost men and women of Rock 
Island, either in furtherance of political 
fights, or in getting even with enemies. 
It was the publication last Saturday of 
an account of an alleged scanda:ous 
excursion of Mayor Schriver to Feoria 
and his alleged conduct there that pro- 
voked the Mayor to attack him and in 
turn led to riots and bloodshed and 
death. 

Mayor Schriver sent policemen to 
confiscate the issue of Looney’s news- 
paper and burned a thousand copies. He 
had newsboys arrested and fined for cir- 
culating improper literature. Then 
Looney was arrested and assaulted and 
sent to the hospital. Other Rock Island 
newspapers treated the assault rather 
lightly. McCaskrin and E. E. Gardner, 
a Socialist editor, addressing street 
meetings Monday night, aroused feeling 
against the Mayor and police by telling 
of the confiscation of the issue of the 
News and the assault on Looney. The 
crowd was told to go to Looney’s office 
and get copies of the paper. In front of 
Looney’s office the crowd became dis- 
orderly and the police tried to break it 
up. - The Fire Department was called 
out. Men in the crowd cut the hose. 
Some of the leaders were arrested and 
the crowd followed, hooting, to the jail 
at the city hall, but there was no vio- 
lence. 

Ordered Police to Fire to Kill, 

Tuesday night there was another 
street meeting and more oratory § ani 
Mayor Schriver, fearing trouble, had 
the day and night force of police at the 
city hall. ‘‘About 10 o’clock,”’ says May- 
or Schriver, ‘I concluded there was not 
going to be any trouble and told the 
day policemen to go home. They start- 
ed, but returned presently and said the 
mob was coming. I told them to get 
their guns ready. A surging mob of 
several hundred soon surrounded the

building. I sent Commissioner Hart out 
to speak to them. He was met with 
jeers and taunts and brickbats. Win- 
dows were smashed. I ordered the po- 
lice to fire high. Several volleys were 
fired. ‘They’re firing blanks,’ the mob 
yelled, and charged toward the buil4- 
ing. When the mob was within 20 or 
30 feet of the building I ordered the po- 
licemen to jump to the windows and 
doors and fire to kill.” 


It is agreed that very few men in the 
crowd were bent on mischief. The 
trouble started with-.the throwing of 
srowballs at the jail. The throwing of 
stones and bricks followed. Public 
sentiment is divided as to whether 
Schriver was justified in ordering his 
men to fire on a mob that was only 
bent on giving him such a beating as 
he had given to Looney, but the chari- 
table view is expressed that it was 
only human for him to avail himself 
of the protection of the policemen who 
had looked on while he was beating 
Looney. 





Schriver’s attitude toward some of the 
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keepers of saloons, gambling places 
and chop suey restaprants has had 
something to do with the outbreak of 
violence. Before Schriver came in the 
town was wide open. Schriver closed 
the saloons on Sunday and revoked 
the licenses of, several. Looney was 
the attorney for the saloon keepers. In 
his paper he alleged that Schriver was 
not acting in good faith, but merely 
was punishing his enemies. He printed 
the story of the alleged visit of Schri- 
ver to Peoria to show that the Mayor 
was insincere in his attitude.

McCarthy Will Introduce Resolu- 
tion for Vacation of Grounds 
in House Tonight. 


‘USE FORCE IF NECESSARY’ 


Park Commissioner Directed to 
Restore Golf Links Area to 
Use of the Public. 


A resolution requiring the St. Louis 
Amateur Athletic Association, known as 
the “Triple A,” to vacate its preseit 
quarters in Forest Park, will be intr.- 
duced into the House of Delegates at 
Friday night’s meeting by Delegate Mv- 
Carthy. 

A copy of the resolution was placed 
in the hands of the Clerk of the House 
Friday. It directs the Park Commis- 
sioner to “use force, if necessary,’ in 
ejecting the club and _ restoring the 
ground it now occupies to the use of the 
public. 

McCarthy, seen in the Clerk’s office 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, told of the 
incident which caused him to prepare 
the resolution. 

He said he was driving through the 
park one day last fall; along one of 
the main drives, and got out of his 
buggy for a few minutes. A man or- 
dered him to move on, saying he was 
on the Triple A club grounds. 

Commisstoner’s Pian. 

McCarthy, much surprised, drove to 
the City Hall and asked Park Commis- 
sioner Davis by what right the club was 
in the park. He said the commissioner 
told him the club was there by virtue 
of an old permit, and that, while he was 
not satisfied with the club’s right to 
remain, he did not believe he was au- 
thorized to put it out. He asked Mc- 
Carthy to defer any action on the mat- 
ter until after Jan. 1, saying he meant 
to consult the new officers of the club, 
who would then be elected, about re- 
moval at 

Davis had a plan, which was an- 
nounced at that time, that the club 
should relinquish control of the grounds 
and turn over the funds in its treasury 
to the city, to build the public golf links 
suggested by the Post-Dispatch. The 
club’s nine-hole course would form a 
part of the public links contemplated in 
his plan. 

McCarthy said he “held off,” as Da- 
vis requested, but that, Thursday, 
consulting Davis, he learned that no 
step had been taken toward ousting 
the club. Then he decided it was time 
for the Assembly to act. 


Asks for Appropriation. 
“Mr. Davis told me,’’ said the dele- 


‘gate, “‘that he had asked Comptroller 
Taussig for an appropriation for public 
golf links, but didn’t expect to get the 
allowance. He didn’t seem to think 
the Triple A links would doe. But I 
don’t see why, if they are good enough 
for this club, they will not do for the 
public, at least, until more extensive 
ones can be had.” 

McCarthy and his: horse and buggy 
have several times run into trouble of 
various sorts, one of the latest cases 
being his controversy with a traffic 
squad policeman who held that he was 
not following the signals which govern 
drivers and chauffeurs downtown.

Judge H. S. Caulfield of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals also declined to give 
his opinion.

Calls Doctrine Sound. 

*T think Roosevelt's doctrine is sound,” 
said Judge Nortoni. ‘‘The people, who 
make the constitution, -certainly ought 
, to have the right to construe it on pub- 
lic questions. As a friend remarked to 
me the other day, we have reached the 
condition where we either must govern 
ourselves or have even the air we 
breathe measured to us,.by the cubic 
inch by certain big interests. 
“I think Roosevelt’s Carnegie Hall 
speech the greatest of the century. So 
impressed was I with it that I read it 
several times. It is a big question— 
whether the people or the interests ure 
going to control. 
‘The opposition to the Roosevelt plan 
says we have representative government 
through our legislatures. We know 
many législatures are controlled by the 
big interests and will do nothing which 
is not to the liking of such influence. So 
what’s the use of talking about repre- 
sentative government when those fel- 
lows (the legislatures) won't give it to 
you? That’s the reason we want the 
initiative, the referendum and the recall 
of certain judicial decisions.”’ 

Refers to Tariff at Armory. 
Col. Roosevelt, in his Armory 
speech Thursday night, made the 
first reference to the tariff issue which 
he has made thus far in his campaign 
for the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. The speech was delivered a few 
hours after the Post-Dispatch had sub- 
mitted to Col. Roosevelt a written re- 
quest for a statement of his tariff 
views, on the ground that he had not 
referred to the tariff in his previous 
speeches. He declined to give an in- 
terview on the subject. 

“T haven’t spoken on the tariff,’’ he 
lgaid at the Armory, “because I have 
little to add to what I said here two 
years ago, upholding an honest fulfill- 
ment of what the Republican platform 
contained on that subject.”’ 

The only additional point he wished 
to make in his Armory speech on the 


regulation should be for the benefit of 
the wage earner, and that its benefits 
should not ‘“‘stop in the front office.’’ 
The Armory was filled, both the 
chairs and standing room, during Col. 
speech. Hiram 
LAoyd, chairman of the meeting, said 
there were 38500 chairs in the hall, and 
that nearly 1000 were standing. 
r Tjoyd and Gov. Hadley did the itntro- 
ducing, and the Governor complimented 
Roosevelt as the author of Republitan 
success in Missouri, to which the Col- 
onel, a little later, replied by declar- 
ing Hadley ‘the kind of a Republican I 
can tie to—broadly national, as the Re- 
publican party must be if it is to win.” 


Like Carnegie Hall Speech. 
Much of Col. Roosevelt’s address was 


a repetition of his Carnegie Hall speech 
of March ®, which was published in 
full by the Post-Dispatch the following 
day, and of his Wednesday night 
speech in Chicago, where he assailed 
the methods of the Taft managers in 
the New York, Indiana and Denver 
primaries. He declared, as he did in 
Chicago, that those primaries were ‘‘in 
no way representative of the Repub- 
lican party, and have no binding force 
whatever on the Republican party.”’ 
He gave the audience a spectacular 
demonstration of New York primary 
methods, when he unrolled a strip of 
paper i4 feet long as representing the 
size of the ballots voted in some New 
York districts. Gov. Hadley and Lloy4 
aided in the demonstration, each taking 
one end of the strip of paper and ex- 
tending it between them, almost across 
the platform. . 
“It was not only a farce, but a crim- 
inal farce,” he said of the New York

Roosevelt, at Albert Lea, Minn., 
Reiterates Views He Gave at 
Sioux Falls in 1910. 


FAVORS A COMMISSION 


Thinks Revision Should Be 
Schedule-by-Schedule, to Elimi- 
nate Shock to Business. 


By Associated Press. 
ALBERT LEA, Minn., March 29.— 


Theodore Roosevelt delivered an ad- 
dress here this afternoon on the tar- 
iff ‘when his train stopped at Albert 
Lea for a brief period on its way to 
St. Paul. Col. Roosevelt spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“On Sept. 8, 1910, I spoke as follows 
on the tariff at Sioux Falls, having 
gone over the speech most carefully 
with my lamented friend, the late Sen- 
ator Dolliver, whose ideas it expressed 
as well as my own. 

‘‘* Whenever men just like ourselves— 
possibly not much fetter, but probably 
not in the least worse—continually fail 
to give us the results we have a right 
to expect from their éfforts, we may 
just as well make up our minds that 
the fault lies, not in their personalities, 
but in the conditions under which they 
work; and profit comes, not from de- 
nouncing them, but from seeing that 
the conditions are changed. This is es- 
pecially true of tariff-making. 

Wants New Tariff Methods. 

“ ‘Tt has been conclusively shown, by 
experiments repeated again and again, 
that the methods of tariff-making by 
Congress, which have now obtained for 
so many years, cannot, from the very 
nature of the case, bring really satisfac- 
tory results. With the present tariff, 
made by the same methods as its prede- 
cessor and as that predecessor’s prede- 
cessor, there is grave dissatisfaction. The 
people know that there are some things 
in it which are not right, and therefore 
they tend to suspect the, as I think, 
more numerous things in it which are 
right. They know that the system on 
which it was made, the same system on 
which its predecessors were made, en- 
courages a scramble of selfish interests, 
to which the all-important general in- 
terest of the public is necessarily more 
or less subordinated. There was a time 
when this scramble was regarded as 
the natura] course in tariff making, and 
was not resented. 

“"The people demand, and rightly, 
that the profit of the special interests 
shall be subordinated to the general 
welfare in every case. It is this at- 
titude—practically a new  attitude—of 
the people which must be met in dealing 
with the present tariff, and with pro- 
posals to amend the present tariff. Very 
little improvement, indeed, will follow 
any attempt to revise the tariff by 
methods hitherto used. The thing to 
do is to change the methods. 

| Believes in Protection. 

“I believe that this country is fully 
committed to the principle of protection, 
but it is to protection as a principle: to 
protection primarily in the interest of 
the standard of living of the American 
workingman. I believe that when pro- 
tection becomes, not a principle, but a 
privilege and a preference—or, rather, a 
jumble of privileges and preferences— 
that the American people disapprove of 
it. Now, to correct the trouble it is 
necessary, in the first place, to get in 
mind clearly what we want; and, in the 


next place, to get in mind clearly the } 


method by which we hope to obtain 
what we want. What we want is what I 
have already said—a square deal in the 
tariff as in everything else: a square 
deal for the wage earner, a square deal 
for the employer and a square deal for 
the general public. To obtain it, we 
must have a thoroughly efficient and 
well-equipped tariff commission. 

““The tariff ought to be a material 
issue, and not @ moral issue: but if, 
instead of a square deal, we get a 
crooked deal, then it becomes very em- 
phatically @ moral Issue. What we de- 
I am speaking 
of the American people—in a tariff, is 
such a measure of protection as will 
equalize the cost of production here 
and abroad; and as the cost of produc- 
tion is primarily labor cost, this means 
primarily a tariff sufficient to make up 
for the difference in labor cost here 
and abroad. The American public wants 
the American laboring man put on an 
equality with other citizens, so that he 
shall have the ability to achieve the 
American standard of living and the 
capacity to enjoy; and to do this, we 
must see that his wages are not low- 
ered by improper competition with in- 
ferior wage workers abroad—with wage 
workers who are paid poorly and who 
live as no Americans are willing to live. 
But the American public does not wish 
to see the tariff so arranged as to ben- 
efit primarily a few wealthy men. 


es Favors Tariff Commission. 
As a@ means toward the attainment 


of the end in view, we have as yet 
devised nothing in any way so effective 
as a tariff commission. There should be 
a commission of well-paid experts; men 
who should not represent any special 
interest or industry; who should be mas- 
ters of their subjects; men of the very 
highest characters, who should approach 
the matter with absolute disregard of 
every outside consideration. 

““I do not want to see these men of 
one party or another, or of one trade 
or another; but experts, single-minded 
in finding out and telling the truth. 
Those men should take up in succession 
each subject with which the tariff deals 
and investigate the conditions of pro- 
duction here and abroad: they should 
find out the facts and not merely ac- 
cept the statements as to the facts of 
interested parties, and they should re- 
port to Congress on each subject as 


to investigate another. By those means 


log-rolling would be avoided, and each 
subject treated on its merits, while 
there would be no such shock to general 
industry as is implied in the present 
custom of making sweeping changes in 
the whole tariff at once. 
See That Workmen Benefit. 

“Finally, it should be the duty of 
some governmental department or bu- 
reau to investigate the conditions in 
the various protected industries, and 
see that the laborefs really are getting 
the benefit of the tariff supposed to be 
enacted in their interest. And if, from 
an investigation of certain industry, it 
appears that the tariff, supposed to be 





imposed for the benefit of the wage- 


worker, results in such shape that the 
benefit does not reach him, the tariff 
on that industry should be taken off. 
Moreover, to secure good treatment 
abroad we shoul@ keep the maximum 
and minimum provision.’ 

“There is but little to add to what I 
have thus said, we believe this country 
is committed to the principle of the 
protective tariff, treated honestly as a 
principle and not as a bundle of pref- 
erences, so that the benefits and bur- 
dens may be fairly and evenly distrib- 
uted and special privilege eliminated. 
We do not believe in any unwarranted 
profit for anybody, but we do believe

in @ standard of protection adequate| 


to maintain the high standard of liv- 
ing of American citizens. 

“The prime need in any future re-| 
vision of the schedules, ir in any future 
arrangement whatsoever affecting the 
tariff is to protect the interest of the 
farmer and the wageworker. 

Speaks Word for Farmer. 

‘‘There must be no alteration of the 
tariff which compels the farmer to 
bear the whole burden. The welfare 
of the man who liv by tilling the 
soil is vital to the welfare of the nation 


is willing to bear his fair share of 
whatever is done, but’ he must not be 
asked to do moré. In any manufac- 
turing or mining or similar interest the 
welfare of the wageworker should be, 
the prime test of the working of the 
tariff. 

‘We wish to see prosperity come to 
all our great industries, but unless the 
prosperity gets dowa past the office, 
then it is not the right kind of pros- 
perity; in other words, while the wage- 
worker is glad to have the employer 
get his full share of the prosperity,

15,015,569 CATHOLICS 
IN THE UNITED STATES 


This Is Increase of 4,038,812 in 
Ten Years—Missouri.Has 
455,000. 


NEW YORK, March 29.—There are 
15,015,569 Catholics in the United States 
proper, according to the 1912 edition of 
“Kenedy’s Official Catholic Directory,” 
which is authority also for the follow- 
ing statistics: 

“A year ago the Catholic population 
of the country was 14,618,761, while 10 
years ago it was 1°,976,757, showing an 
increase of 4,038,812 for the decade. 
Twenty years ago Catholics numbered 
8,615,185, showing that within 2 years 
the Catholic population has nearly 
doubled. There are 17,491 Catholic 
priests in the United States and 13,939 
Catholic churches, of which 9256 have 
resident priests, the other 4683 being mis- 
sion churches. There are 83 seminaries 
with 6006 students preparing for the 
priesthood, 229 colleges for boys and 701 
academies for girls. There are 5119 pa- 
rochial schools, wrth an attendance of 
1,833,786. There aré also 289 orphan 
asylums, caring for 47,111 orphans. In- 
cluding the children in parochial schools, 
orphan asylums, academies, colleges and 
other charitable instltutions,/ the grand 
total of young people under Catholic 
care amounts to 1,540,049.

SUFFRAGETTES RAISE 
$50,000 AS BILL FAILS 


Demonstration Held While Com- 
mons Rejects Measure—Miss 
Pankhurst Sends Note. 


LONDON, March 29.—While the House 
of Commons was rejecting the concilia- 
tion bill last night, the suffragists held 
a big demonstration in Albert Hall and 
a record collection for a suffragette war 
fund of $50,000 was made. 

This included an anonymous donation 
of $6000. Christabel] Pankhurt, whom 
the police are still seeking, sent a spir- 
ited message to the meeting, defying 
the Government. 

By a vote of 222 to 208, the House of 
Commons rejected the conciliation bill 
on its second reading. This measure 
aimed at conferring the right to vote 
upon every woman possessed of the 
household qualification, and would en- 
franchise 1,000,000 women. 

Announcement of the result wags re- 
ceived with cheers. Last year a similar 
bill passed the second reading stage by 
a vote of 255 to 88 and was referred to 
a Committee of the Whole House, mak- 
ing no further progress. The reversal 
in the views of the members is attributed 
to the resentment aroused by the win- 
¢cow-smashing tactics of the militant suf- 
}iragettes. 

The bill is an independent measureg 
not backed by the Government.

Not much encouragement is afforded for under- 
taking the enormous labor’ of making the sena- 
torial certificate of election an honest jade}. 
Forty of Isaac Stephenson’s colleagues voted to 
retain him. But 34 supported the contention of 
the minority of the committee, that in many 
specific cases payments from his $107,000 fund 
were made to party leaders under circumstances 
constituting bribery.

A third inquiry has 
just been finished by the Dillingham committee 
of the United States Senate. Only public spirit 
of the highest type could have prompted the ef- 
fort on the part of individuals leading to the dis- 
covery of the voluminous testimony presented in 
these inquiries. 

But it will all go for nought if the Dillingham 
committee’s five-to-three decision in Lorimer’s 
favor is sustained. The many changes in the 
Senate since it voted, 46 to 40, on March 1, 1911, 
to uphold Lorimer would make a reversal of its 
former verdict probable but for the technical 
basis of the Dillingham finding. Its point that 
the case cannot be reopened after the former de- 
cision in his favor supplies an excuse for avoid- 
ing a vote on the merits of the charges.

Roosevelt’s reappearance attracts but 
moderate comment, and most of that, it 
is painful to remark, is amused and 
slightly contemptuous. The French pa- 
pers particularly draw attention to the 
contrast between the present situation 
and that of the ex-President when he 
made his triumphal “progress’’ across 
Europe on his return from Africa. They 
recall his Sorbonne address with its 
solemn didacticism; his advice to Great 
Britain on the proper policy in Egypt; 
his sensational demonstration in Rome, 
where he managed to offend pretty 
nearly every faction in faction-torn 
Italy, and his general role of “enfant 
terrible’ ’’ in the Old World. In Ger- 
many, where the Kaiser's good nature 
had given Mr. Roosevelt a peculiar pres- 
tige, it might have been supposed that 
the extreme radicalism of his recent 
course would be sharply condemned, It 
is, on the contrary, treated with levity 
as the latest manifestation of a hunger 
for sensation, a need for novelty at any 
cost. 
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Conditions and Remedies. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial on “Starving of Hungry Minds,” 
is certainly appropriate and attuned to public 
opinion as held by the working classes. Reme- 
dial legislation is excruciatingly slow and hope- 
lessly behind the greedy monopolists in their in- 
sane race for unjust gain. 

From personal experience with thousands of 
working men with whom I have aseociated in 
the past few years, their faith in the present sys- 
tem of government is waning, and irritation, 
cynicism and hatred are displacing faith, hope 
and loyalty. The privileged few and their bla- 
tant mouthpieces in the press may close their 
eyes to conditions, but their willful blindness de- 
ceives no one but themselves. They are creating 
their own inferno when they compel the worker 
tuo send his children of tender years into the 
tainted atmosphere of mill and factory for wages 
that barely pay for their upkeep, when young 
women are compelled to work and keep up ap- 
pearances on wages that are a mockery and an in- 
centive to vice. And what of the vast army of 
men, heads of families, who work for an average 
wage of $2 per day, exclusive of loss of time from 
sickness, layoffs to increase dividends on water- 
ed stock, etc.? Is it logical to suppose that the 
patriotism of this vast army will wax, or will it 
wane; and should it wane to the vanishing point, 
then it is logical to suppose that our republican 
institutions will vanish also and Socialism or the 
bloody head of revolution will appear in their 
places, 

Let Congress make and inforce laws that will 
give equal pay for equal work and stop the ex- 
ploitation of our women and children. Let them 
also make laws removing the tariff on the neces- 
sities of life, and on articles that have contrib- 
uted to the swollen wealth of our overgrown and 
insolent trusts, operated mainly by alfens, Let 
them jail the wealthy violators of the law, as 
promptly as they furnished clubs, rifles and bay- 
onets for the starving strikers of Lawrence, Mass. 
Also let them jail the body-snatching ghouls who 
adulterate and poison our food and then charge 
us exorbitant prices for it; then and not till 
then, they may fan the dying embers of faith in 
this government of, by and for the people.

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THE MAN IN A CARTOON. 

The Hon. Theodore Roosevelt lectured in St. 
Louis on “The Hon. Theodore Roosevelt” last 
night at the First Infantry Armory. There is no 
other subject about which he knows. so much. 
In no other subject is he so profoundly inter- 
ested. As is commonly the case with efforts 
showing a thorough mastery of the thesis, what 
he had to say combined instruction and enter- 
tainment in almost the Chautauquan sense. 

We gather from his remarks that the Hon. 
Theodore Roosevelt is a man of exceptional purity 
and elevation of motives; that no other citizen 
exists whose views are as important to the coun- 
try; that no other citizen can render to the peo- 
ple services as valuable as he is prepared to 
render. 

A repetition of his familiar eulogy on the

this address. It showed a rugged-faced citizen 
of the people in his stocking feet studiously read- 
ing by the kitchen fire, after his day’s work was 
done, a presidential message to Congress. “That's 
the man I want to reach,” said Mr. Roosevelt. 
“That’s the man I understand.”

|] Kenyon Charges $75,000 Ap- 
propriation for Building in 
Wyoming Town.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The griz- 
zied war horses of the Senate were 
bearded by the smooth-shaven boys and 
twitted about their dexterity in securing 
provender for the pork bar’! for their 
constituents.

counter that was unexpected. 

Senator Kenyon was saying a few 
kind words for the Sherwood pension 
bill, Which proposes $1 a day for all 
veterans, when he brought up the ap- 
Propriation of $75,000 for a public build- 
ing at Sun Dance, Wyéd. 

“Talk about economy in pensions,” 
shouted Kenyon, ‘“‘when we make ap- 
propriations like that.’’ 

The population of Sun Dance, Kenyon 
said, was 281 persons and rapidly de- 
creasing. He declared all the inhab- 
itants could soon assemble in one room 
of the new public building, or perhaps in 
one of the magnificent elevators. 

Warren Disputes Figures, 

Senator Warren of Wyoming denied 
the figures given were correct. He said 
the ‘“‘statement was not true.’’ Neither 
did Senator Lea state the facts, War- 
ren declared. Another section of the 
town, he said, contained a larger popu- 
lation than that indicated. 

Senator Lea hotly replied that the 
figures he gave were furnished by the 
census. 

Warren said Sun Dance was much 
larger than many towns in Iowa with 
postoffice buildings, whereas the Wyo- 
ming place had a courthouse and land 
office. He declined to furnish the exact 
population figures, saying he would do 
so in his own time. 

Lea resented the suggestion that he 
ad taken advantage of Warren’s ab- 
sence, and that of his colleague, to 
move reconsideration of three Wyoming 
bills. He had acted openly and above 
board. He sought to take no advantage 
of the Wyoming senators. 

Kenyon said he refused to introduce 
a bill for a public building in an Iowa 
city of 4000 inhabitants because he 
thought there should be economy in 
such matters. The name of the town 
was demanded by Senator Sutherland, 
but Kenyon refused to give it, and said 
his veracity had been impugned. 

“Why did you ask 
insisted Kenyon. 

‘Because I was curious to know,”’ re- 
plied Sutherland, who said he did not 
impugn the Iowa Senator's veracity. 

Tennessee Claim Is Cited. 

Warren suggested that a pending bill 
carried $1,000,000 for a Tennessee claim. 
This irritated Lea, who said he had 
nothing whatever to do with claims. 
He would join Warren in opposing the 
bill if it were not a just claim. He 
urged Warren to take the same attitude 
regarding Sun Dance. 

“TI will gladly do so if I find the 
place is not deserving,’’ answered War- 
ren. 

Other Senators urged the three mem- 
bers on to have.a general rumpus, but 
Kenyon proceeded on the question of 
pensions. 

In the meantime the four public build- 
ing bills, which were recalled from the 
House on motions by Senators Lea and 
Kenyon came back. They are on the 
Viece-President’s table.

“You see, I did a lot of fighting out 
there in the elimination bouts, and I 
felt pretty sure that I could win. After 


i I knocked Rivers out in the sixteenth 


round I knew I could beat Attell. Riv- 
ers is a real Mexican, and so some of 
the people out in Los Angeles. don’t 
care much for him. But he’s a great 
fighter. He gave me a fierce fight 
until I was lucky enough t@ get him. 
He weighed 122 pounds then, too. In 
the eliminations I beat Patsy Kline, Joe 
Rovers, Frankie Conley and Charlie 
White. 

“After that the trouble was in getting 
Attell clinched for a fight. Attell want- 
ed to ‘fix’ it. He talked with Jimmy 
Dunn, my manager. Jimmy just listened 
and looked wise. I didn’t see Attell. 
When we both started training at Los 
Angeles we gave him to understand that 
there was absolutely nothing doing and 
that he’d have to fight me on the level. 
He had plenty of time to train and he 
worked hard and got into good shape. 


Family Was With Johnny. 

“Tl worked hard, too. I always get into 
the best sort of shape for my fights. I 
had my wife and my little girl with me 
in Los Angeles, so I was right at home 
while I was training. That’s the best 
way to be. 

‘T went out to fight as cool as if there 
wasn't a champtonship at stake. No, I 
didn’t have any -plan of battle. I never 
plan a fight before hand. If you make up 
your mind to fight in a certain way, and 
the other fellow generally has a _ better 
plan and is a beter fighter, you’re going 
to be whipped. 

“In the first round we must have 
sparred and danced for a minute and a 
half without hitting a blow. I was sizing 
Attell up, and he wouldn't start.. He 
tried to kid me, turned his face teward 
the crowd and shook hig head to; make 
people think I was to blame because there 
wasn't any fighting yet. And then he 
said to the referee, ‘Why don’t you make 
him fight?’ 

“Well, we started. I thought Attell 
would be fast and clever, but it sur- 
prised me a littie to find that I was so 
much faster that I could hit him without 
a return whenever I wanted to. He'd have 
his right pulled back to start a punch, 
and I'd jab him a couple of. times and 
get in and out so fast that his arm was 
tied to his side. 


Attell Tries for Knockout. 
“By the time we'd reached the fourth 


boxed, and he got wild and began swing- 
ing. I never saw him swinging that way

Man’s Burros to Wear “Crepe”’ 
Four Days and Then Ribbons 
Will Be Burned.

GRAND JUNCTION, Colo., March 29 
—The idyll of Monument Canyon has 
been blasted. Supt. John Otto of the 
Colorado National Park, nationally 
known as the “hermit of the mesas,’’ 
arrived in Grand Junction from his cab- 
in high up in the foothills and an- 
nounced that his dream of a perfect 
cruise on the matrimonial sea was over. 
Mrs. John Otto, who was Miss Bea- 
trice Farnam of Boston, an artist of 
Indian life of recognized standing, is 
now back at her old home on what 
Otto terms ‘‘a matrimonial furlough.”’ 

The marriage of Miss Farnam an 
Supt. Otto was of widespread interes?. 
It took place July 4, last year, and 
originally was scheduled to take place 
at the top of the great Independence 
Monument, a gigantic spar of rock that 
rises 648 feet in the air im the center 
of Monument Canyon. For weeks before 
the wedding Otto daily worked his wav 
up to the top of the natural monument 
laboriously driving iron spikes into the 
sandstone, so that his bride and the 
minister might safely gain the crest. 
However, when the wedding day ar- 
rived, the minister positively refused 
to risk his life in making the clim), 
and the marriage took place at the foot 
of the rock. 

Had “Perfect Life Theory.” 

Near here they settled down to house: 
keeping and to living out their elabo- 
rately constructed theory of the ‘“‘perfect 
life.’’ 

“It didn’t just work out,’’ said Otto, 
‘so we determined that we should both 
go on a furlough. Neither of us believes 
in divorce, but at the same time we be- 
lieve that men and women should not 
attempt to live together unless bound 
by the ‘fetters of love.’ My life was in 
the hills and the canyons. Hers was 
wrapped up in art. Art and canyons 
won't mix well, so she determined to 
take a furlough. It will last five vears. 
Then if either of us cares to we wil) 
apply for a divorce. If a man wants to 
make a woman happy he must allow 
her to be absolutely free. It was the 
freedom of the studio and artistic life 
that appealed to her rather than the 
free life of the ranges. So she returned 
to Boston and I am going to stay with 
my work on the trail.’’ 

Otto is one of the well-known charac- 
ters of the West. Some years ago he 
discovered a remarkable collection of 
fantastic rock formations and canyons 
west of Grand Junction, and after a 
period of hard work had the Natiunal 
Government take this district over as a 
national monument. 

Opens Wonders to Tourists. 

This was done last summer and nameJ 
the Colorado National Monument Park. 
Otto was appointed its first superintend- 
ent. Throughout the park, which com- 
prises 13,000 acres, he has constructed a 
remarkable series of trails opening up 
its wonders to the tourists. He lives in 
a cabin, sheltered by a clump of pincn 
pines, with no companions save his 
two ponies and seven pack burros, who 
have tracked the West with him from 
British Columbia .to the Mexican line. 
He has considerable eduvation and fre- 
quently contributes to the newspapers 
and magazines. 

“IT am going to put a éand of black 
about the neck of each «f my hurros,’’ 
said Otto, ‘“‘but in four days I will burn 
the ribbons and scatter the ashes. Then 
Beatrice Farnam will have passed out 
of my life.”’

OF OWN BLINDNESS 


Rev. Mr. Benton, of Compton 
Heights Baptist Church Wishes 


Friends to Know He Can See. 


The Rev. J. B. Benton, pastor of the 
Compton Heights Baptist Church, read 
with a great deal of interest Friday a 
story in a morning newspaper, telling 
how he was stricken blind while pre- 
paring a sermon a week ago. When he 
reached the part in which his wife was 
described as finding him groping about 
in his study, he looked at Mrs. Benton 
and smiled. 

Dr. Benton explained that he was 
not blind, and had never been blind. 
Through over-study his eyes had gotten 
in such condition that his physician, 
Dr. W. L. Johnson, had instructed him 
to do no more reading until they could 
have a good rest. The Bentons live at 
3919 Russell avenue, and it was told in 
the story how confidence shone in Mrs. 
Benton's face “as she paused in her 
ministrations to her vision-bereft hus- 
band in their home.” 

The Rev. Mr. Benton said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter in denying the story, 
that he wished his friends to know he 
is not blind.
